Université de Montreal was ag.iiu 
vi.sited hy fire yesterd.ay. Tiu- extent 
of the damage may amount to $300,- 
000. Fire swept the roof and upper 
floors and raged for over three hours. 
The damage from water was' very 
great. The officials of the Université 
were beginning to pride themselves 
on; the rapidity with -which they had 
reconstructed the ruins which result- 
ed from the fire of November, 1919. 
The building was furnished with the 
most modern equipment and the in- 
stitution was recovering qiiickly from 
the former disaster. 

The cause of the fire is not known, 
but the flames spread with great rapid- 
ity. Volumes of smoke prevented the 
firemen from .successfully coinbatiiig 
the blaze. Threc-qurirtcrs of the en- 
tire fire-figiiting forces were sum- 
moned in order to prevent the flames 
from spreading to the adjacent build- 
ings. A high water tower was erect- 
ed opposite the centre of the building 
and under the guidance of a fire- 
man, water was poured on the top 
floor continuously for three hours. It 
is thought that this tower saved part 
of the main section of the building, a 
laboratory, and it is also believed that 
the fire started here. The fire chiefs 
and officials of the University are at 
a loss to explain the cause, however. 

Mgr. Gauthier could not make an 
estimate of the damages. The fur- 
nishings and equipment were of great 
.Vahte, 'Kut lïc fhefiighf (he" damage 
would amount to $300,000. Great 
crowds watched the burning building, 
which cast a glow on the sky, and 
which could be seen for several miles.

Sir Arthur Curric, Dean Laing, and 
Dr. Lcacock haw announced their in- 
tention to attend tlie meeting of the 
Canadian Club of McGill to hear Mr. 
ing phases of European politics, on 
Philip M. Kerr speak on the cngros.s- 
Thursday afternoon, af live o'clock, at 
the R.V.C. Convocation Hall. 

Mr. Kerr derives his intimate 
knowledge of European politics, as sec- 
retary to the former British Prime 
Minister, Lloyd George. His speech, 
given recently before the Canadian 
Club of Montreal, was listened to with 
the keenest interest by the many em- 
inent men of the city who attended. 

Discussing the present crisis, Mr. 
Kerr said he was not making any sug- 
gestions as to what Canada should 
do, bccawse that was Canada's own 
affair, and the less other people inter- 
fered the better. 

"I personally believe that Lloyd 
George was absolutely right in the 
action he took when the crisis actual- 
ly occurred. Apart from the ques- 
tions between Greeks and Turks, it 
would have been impossible to allow a 
triumphant Turkish army to reach 
Constantinople and Thrace, without 
any control. "Kemal was command- 
ing a victorious army, fanatical, with 
the Turkish traditions of massacre 
against the infidels, which %yould have 
been beyond his or anyone else's con- 
trol, and if they had been permitted, 
nothing could have stopped a repeti- 
tion of Smyrna in Constantinople and 
Thrace." 

No one could have told what might 
happen had not someone told the 
Turks he would stop them. "There- 
fore, I believe Lloyd George took the 
right course in that crisis, because 
General Harrington was in a diffi- 
cu'lt position in Constantinople, and 
still is, with only about nine regi- 
ments." 

"Then as to Thrace, I believe any 
settlement that leaves the Turk in

Can a university confer a degree 
twice over or make alterations In a 
degree once given? 

McGill is faced by a problem miiquc 
in its experience following on the re- 
quest of a foreign born graduate who 
has legally changed his name by Act 
of Parliament .since graduation, that 
the university shall make out his de- 
gree in his new name. 

Alphonse Angustinc Swanccsky, a 
pre-war student, after seeing active 
service resumed his dentistry course 
at McGill and graduated in 1921 as a 
Doctor of Dental Science, duly receiv- 
ing his degree. .Mtcrwards, as he in- 
tended to practice his profession in 
this country, he changed his name by 
Act of Parliament to "Swan" and ap- 
plied to the university to change the 
name on his parchment accordingly 
Then his troubles began. 

In the matter of changes of name 
by students, the university has very 
definite rules. The law of the country 
requires that a man to change his 
name legally must obtain an .Art of 
Parliament, and before a student leav- 
ing McGill can have his degree con 
fcrrcd upon him in a name other than 
his own family patronym, he must 
have produced evidence before the 
university authorities that he changed 
his name by .'\rt of Parliament. In I lie 
same way a student entering McGill 
and desirous of registering under a 
changed name must first obtain the 
requisite Act and produce proof that 
he has done so before he is allowed 
to register under tiiat name. The uni- 
versity has records of students who 
have fulfilled legal requirements, rcg 
istercd under a new name' and had 
their dçgree conferred upon them un^ 
der the new designation — but in every 
case the name has been legally chang- 
ed before the degree was conferred. 
The case of Mr. Swanccsky is the first 
in which the University has been 
asked to make an alteration in the 
degrees of a student wl-«; has changed 
his name after the degree was con- 
ferred. 

The request of the student has been 
refused and if he desires to practise 
under the authority of the McGill de- 
gree he will have to do so under the

Professor E. Robert Pauline gave a 
very interesting and remarkable demon- 
stration before students of both P.sy- 
chology and A.tcdicinc in the Assembly 
Il;dl of the New Medical building yes- 
terday at live o'clock. The hall was 
packed to the doors and great enthusiasm 
was sliown by the .students. 

ilr. Pauline was introduced by Mr. H. 
R. Dc Silva, who c.vplaincd that the 
inir was that for alionual p.'sycliology 
nul that therefore the lecture was quite 
in order. 

Professor Pauline said that he did not 
know anything about hypnotism, it be- 
ing a study which was beyond his com- 
lirclicnsion ; his work was to make tieo- 
ple eonceiitr.'itc and to show the power 
of mind over matter.' He said that 
while he was experimenting along the 
lines of suggestion, he made a discovery 
which he e.tpanded till he worked it up 
to a vaudeville run. .'\t that liuie lie was 
a lecturer in tlic Univer.iity of \ oriiioiit 
on suggestion as an aid to medieiiie. 

The speaker then proceeded with his 
demonstration His subject was com- 
manded to coin.cnliate. Then ilr. ['aul- 
ine made passes over the man's forehead 
to play on certain nerves. The arm was 
laid across two raised supports and 
gradually tlie blood left the arm. In a 
few minutes the hand and arm were 
white as wax and the muscles stood out 
stifï and rigid. .Mr. Pauline then stood 
on the arm, wiiich supported his weight, 
a state which is almost naturally impos- 
sible. One of the medical undergrad- 
uates felt for the subject's pulse but it 
did not register at the wrist. 

When the demonstrator called "Re- 
lax that hand," the arm began to turn 
red and the subject came hack sud(lcnl> 
to a natural slate. 

}ilr. Pauline then went on to slate that 
ic merely made tlie suggestion, the sub- 
ject concentrated and brought about the 
t.'itc. He hoped that stud(:nts would be 
spurred on to further investigation and

;' but the beauty that is springing up around us in the world of to-day. 
The final results will be two-fold, for we shall become the owners 
of an inexhaustible treasure store, which can never cease to be ours 
"and wc shall be aiile to distribute to our fellow-men the magnificent 
and undefinalile joy, derived front intimate relationships, with .true 
and evierlasting beauty. , ^. ,.

"Let us not 
be. hewers of stone, but let us be build- 
ers of cathedrals," he said.

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BOOKS ONE READS 



TALES OF THE RIX. 

Published by William Blacfcwood 
and Sons, Edinburgh^ 
For over a century now Blacfc.wood's 
Magazine has stood forth preneminent 
among the best literary pe^odicals 
in tiic English-speaking warild. To 
have a piece of work accap<ted by 
"Cornliill." "The Century," a: "The 
Atlantic Monthly" has always been a 
much sought after distinction* but to 
break through the ultra-conservative 
defences of "Blackwoods" generally 
sets the fcal of superlative exfccllence. 
Conscqiiciitly I shall not woisry about 
the style niaric use of by tljK author 
of "Tales of the R.l.C." Tint would 
be a supreme impertinence. ' 

Of course. I know it's j'ast asking 
for trouble to write anything about 
Ireland or the Irish— even in a re- 
view. Still, I am, thank Heaven, 
neither a Sinn Fcine» nor a Black 
and Tan, and I am not goi ag to offer 
any good advice cither to Mr. Lloyd 
George or to Mr. De Valcra. The 
fact of the matter is, I stayed up rather 
late last night finishing thia book, and 
T had a most disquieting nightmare 
featuring a lot of celtic-looleing gentle- 
men, masked and armed -with Mills 
bombs and ugly-lookly autlsmatics. I 
dreamt I had incurred the frath of the 
"Republic." Hence this pncamble by 
way of alibi. 

One cannot blame the author of 
"Tales of the R.l.C. for hiding be- 
hind the veil of anonimity, for he be- 
longs to that unhappy Icc'alist minor- 
ity who have been left to fend for 
themselves between the "Oppcr and the 
nether millstones of the ' Dail and the 
I.R..\. since Dublin Civstlc ceased to 
be. Apparently during fhc two ghast- 
ly years of 1919 and W20 he was a 
district Inspector of tjhat nnich-ma- 
ligncd corps, the Royal Irish Constab- 
ularj', somewhere on tbc west coast. 
In plain, almost stereotyped English 
he tells of the strugglt waged by the 
forces of the Crown. There is no 
•ugar-coating and a minimum of rhe- 
toric. He does not fBng abuse at his 
enemies and he does not attempt to 
conceal the fact that, there were re- 
prisals. Guerilla wmrfarc is guerilla 
warfare, and if you fniul that you are 
continually being shr)t at from be- 
hind a wall, the only thing to do is 
to get behind the ^»all yourself and 
sec to it that you puDI the trigger be- 
fore the other man floes. 

It is a sad and sordid story. Civil 
war can never be anything else, what- 
ever it may look likic on the surface. 
But there is an evco sadder note un- 
derlying it all; the despair of an effi- 
cient and faithful soldier, obliged to 
remain dumb and helpless while the 
work and endurance of his service is 
rendered futile by tTie bickerings and 
pusillanimity of politicians at West- 
minster.

I am inclined to think that Mr. Lloyd 
George wouldn't like to read this book. 

As material for future historians, 
"Tales of the R.l.C." cannot be over- 
rated, for it is a plain story of the tra- 
vail of Ireland, told not by a Sassenach 
from across St. George's Channel or 
by an Ulsterman from the six counties, 
but by an Irishman and a southerner, 
who faces the future as an exile for 
loyalty to his King,

CANADIAN PAIRY TALES 
By Cyrus Macmillan 

Folk-lore does not die. All nations 
cling to their primitive stories, as they 
do to their earliest music, with an in- 
tense affection that no amount of so- 
phistication can dull. 

The Canadian people have as much 
right to claim the tales of the North 
American Indians as their own, as the 
English have to cling to the stories 
of King Arthur's court., 

Until Doctor MacmilHan gave us, in 
"Canadian Wonder Tales,' 'the lore of 
our forerunners (whose blood runs in 
the veins of more Canadians than care 
to admit the fact), we had no dim 
past to furnish a background for Can- 
adian literature. But the Wonder 
Tales brought us the traditional liter- 
ature of the country in all its beauty, 
simply written and with dignity, 
charmingly free from formalism and 
from worse than unnecessary moraliz- 
ing. Now the .same author has pub- 
lished a further book of old Canadian 
Ules, "Canadian Fairy Tales," which 
Is equal in every respect to its pre- 
cursor. 

From the first "Once upon a time" 
to the end. Doctor Macmillan's book 
Is perfect of its kind.

No attempt can be made. here to 
portray these characters. They are the 
product of the mind and experience 
of a genius and only a master hand 
can begin to reproduce them. Ncvcr- 
thcles!!, they radiate an ineffable glow 
which /warms and stimulates and up- 
lifts the soul of any thoughtful read- 
er. Seldom has womanhood been 
portrayed so divinely and manhood so 
nobly.

The Com. '24 vs. Arts '25 debate, 
'.vtiich was held in the Arts building 
yesterday afternoon, resulted in the suc- 
cess of .\rts. The resolution was "That 
co-education of men and women in a 
small town university is beneficial to 
the univcrsityas a whole." The affirm- 
ative was unheld by Wm. Shepherd and 
.\rcli .N'cwnian of .Arts, the negative by 
Johnston and Fincburg, Commerce. 
Professors B. K. Sandwcll and T. H. 
Matthews acted as judges. Dean Laing 
was also in attendance . 

Both sides ailvaiiced strong points and 
those present found the debate extreme- 
ly interesting. Prof. Sandwcll, on mak- 
ing known the judges' decision, compli- 
mented the speakers on their deliverj- 
and the excellent material which thej- 
made use of. The judges had sonic 
difficulty in reaching a decision as both 
sides had upheld their arguments in a 
maimer which deserves favorable com- 
ment. 

The debate was opened by Wni. Shep- 
herd, whose arguments were excellent. 
He concentrated his remarks on three 
reasons why co-education is successful. 
These reasons were natural, practical and 
economical. It is only natural that men 
should associate with women and in a 
small town the only practical solution is 
the use of one class where both men and 
women may attend the same lecture. Wo- 
men, as a rule, are keen students. This 
furnishes an incentive for the men, who 
dislike to be beaten, especially by the 
weaker sex. The support of two sep- 
arate colleges or classes would be too 
r.vpcnsivc for a small town. 

Shepherd stated that the moral effect 
of women students is extremely import- 
ant. 

The first speaker of ilic negative, John- 
ston, thought co-education extremely 
detrimental to the university. Sc\-cral 
quotations in defense of this point were 
advanced. 

The average university course is not 
for women, this speaker stated, but for 
men. Women should not be trained for 
men's positions. 

The second speaker of the affirmative. 
.•\rch Newman, stated that all women 
do not go to universities, but that those 
who went received a higher education, 
which is most desirable. The associa- 
tion of men and women in the same 
classes encourages culture and refine- 
ment. Cb-cducation, according to New- 
man, promotes the develoiuiioiit nf 
character and is a great factor in the 
solution of educational and social prob- 
lems. 

Fineburg, speaking for the negative, 
said that segregated colleges have been 
successful in the past. The curricuhim 
is not for wonirn but for men. 

Wm. Shepherd advanced a low re- 
marks in favour of the altirinativc. He 
thought that women do not distract the 
attention of the men, but that they add 
a wholesome atmosphere to the univer- 
sity. 

Upon the conclusion of the debate. 
Professor Sandwcll rendered the judges' 
decision, speaking highly of those who 
had participated. 

Teakle, of Arts '26, thanked the judges 
for being in attendance, and the meet- 
ing was brought to a close.

Melville K. Stone, cnniisellor and 
former general manager oi the .Asso- 
ciated :l?rçs|?#,:Urged thai ■■students 
know soiiiethirig and should be taught 
something of our civilization anil of 
our peculiar form of government," in 
his address before the University Press 
club al their baminet given in his hon- 
or under the auspices of Sigma Delta 
l^hi. professional journalistic fraternity 
recently. 

"If you are to have a School of Jour- 
nalism, let it teach a type of ncwspa- 
l)er work that shall lie helpful to the 
.American citizen." declared .Mr. Stone. 
He pointed out that the citizenship of 
the United States is now made up of 
milliiuis of foreigners and that it is 
necessary to inspire these peoples with 
the purposes of our forefathers. 
Scores Teachers. 
Me severely scored professors, "who," 
e said, "buvo no right whatever to 
use the prestige of a respectable iusli- 
tulion to give them a standing and 
hearing for disreputable doctrines. I 
have not forgotten the claim that 
teachers should be free to tliink and 
spe.ak frankly if \vc are to have any 
progress in the world. They are quite 
It liberty to organize a Rand school 
ill every city or town and preach their 
theories to tlu-ir hearts content, if 
within the law, but to preach treason 
while attached to a law aliiding school 
is to secure a hearing under false pre- 
tences." He sternly decried the re- 
presentation of personal philosophies 
under the cloak and assumed authority 
of ihe miivcrsily. 

"It is lime to take this matter very 
seriously in mind. The very civiliza- 
tion of the world is trembling in the 
balance. It is an economic question. 
We are crossing a stream and it is a 
dangerous hour to think of swapping 
horses. Have you thought of how 
mail a percentajfo of the world's pop- 
ulation of two billion souls can be re- 
lied upon to defend our civilization?" 

Mr. Stone attacked the "Five Foot 
Shelf of Books" of President Emeri- 
tus Elliot, of Harvard, because of the 
fact that there arc only two books in 
the whole set which tell of the history 
and government of our ronntry. Tie 
maintained that a study of our own 
government is fundamental and said, 
"I make no pretence that our govcrn- 
men! is perfect. I dislike the man who 
chatters about his being one hundred 
pe: cent .American. Onr government 
is an experiment. Wliatever may be 
faiily said to the contrary, I am sure 
that it is the best government the 
world has ever seen. 

.Mr. Stone made clear that he was no 
longer muzzled, being no longer gen 
eral manager of the Associated Press 
and that he now felt free to express 
himself as he wished. He said 
was not privileged to say whether I 
was a free trader or a protection!^ 
republican or a democrat. Whatever 
I should say of a partisan nature Jtiighr 
be charged against the Associated 
Press. I come to you unmuzzled, and 
control of Ihe report of the Associatec 
Press I come to you unmuzzled, an< 
nothing that 1 have said this evening 
can be fairly charged to the erganiza 
tion that 1 have so long represented.' 

In concluding, .Mr. Stone said, "Gov 
erning this country has been easy in 
the past. Our virgin fields, o\ir de 
vcloping riches, our sparse population 
have given us "life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness." Things have 
changed. Let us endeavor to study 
to better our government — not to de- 
stroy it." 

About 100 editors of the Stale, stu- 
dents, and faculty men attended the 
banquet in honor of Mr. Stone. Dean 
John R. Effingcr introduced the 
speaker of the evening and warmly 
welcomed the editors to. the Univer- 
sity. Prof. F". N. Scott of thc-rhctoric 
dcpartnicnt acted as toastmastcr for 
the occasion. ( Viarh Fielding II. Yost, 
who was scheduled to speak, was un- 
able to be there on account of a slight 
illness.— '(Mich. Daily.)

TEAM TRIPS NOT TO 
END WITH BIG THREE 



New }Iaven, Conn. — Iiitcrscclional 
football in the three big caslern tniivcr- 
sitics, ILirvard, Yale, and Princeton, 
will not cease after this year, when the 
new triangular agreement go-is into ef- 
fect; as many had thought, according 
to a statement of the chairman c£ the 
Board of Athletic Control of Yale Uni- 
versity, Prof. C. W. M-.^ndell, just is- 
sued here. Trips of reasonable length 
in the regular season may be taken, 
according to Yale's infeipretation of 
the rule, and also teams from aiiv dis- 
tance can be met so long as they play 
on Big Three fields. Professor Mcn- 
dcll is quoted in part as saying: 

"The triangular agreement entered 
into by Yale. Harvard and Princeton 
does not bar them from particiiiating 
in intcrscctional football games in the 
cast, provided the games take place 
during the regular season and do not 
involve long trips on the part of the 
teams of the three universities. That 
has been my interpretation of the 
agreement, and I feel confident that it 



is the interpretation of both Harvard 

and Princeton." 

"The agreement forbids long trips 
away from home, but there is nothing 
in it to forbid our playing teams from 
other .sections of the country if they 
arc willing to come here during the 
regular football season. 

".As far as Yale is concerned, I am 
sure that we will be very glatl to play 
Iowa again and I have no doubt that 
an invit'ation will be extended to them 
to pl;,y us here next season. Of course 
I don't know what plans Princton and 
Harvard may have, but as far as the 
agreement is concerned there is no- 
thing to prevent Harvard from play- 
ing Centre at Cambridge again next 
year, or Princeton playing Chicago." 

Professor Mcndell said that he has 
discussed the point with Dean L. B. 
R. Briggs of Harvard and Dean How- 
ard McClcnahan of Princeton and uid 
that they concurred in this int,"*»-uu- 
tion of the agreement.
